School District Wins $3-million Reading Grant 


District spokesman Dick Kruse re- 
cently announced that Romulus Com- 
munity Schools has been awarded a 
2-year, $3-million Reading First grant. 

"This K—3 grant will fund various 
district-coordinated activities that will 
include research-based and directed- 
learning instructional approaches," he 
explained. 

Curriculum director Tom Dolan, who 
authored the grant, noted, "Each of our 
six elementary schools will receive 
enough funds to hire a reading coach, 
The grant will also fund a unique new 
textbook series for the K—3 classes, as 
well as specialized training for both the 
coaches and classroom teachers." 


Superintendent of schools Joel R. 
Carr was pleased with the district's se- 
lection for the competitive reading grant. 

"The goal of this grant will be to 
provide the best in reading instruction 
for students in both school and home 
settings," said Carr."The school setting 
will provide individualized instruction and 
help for students, while the home setting 
willbe encouraged to provide atime and 
place for students to read each day." 

According to Kruse, this successful 
grant application is another indication of 
state educators’ high esteem for the 
Romulus Community Schools.

An aggressive community-service 
work program, initiated by the 34th Dis- 
trict Court, is in full swing. 

The program was launched on May 
13 after receiving a stamp of approval 
from its overseers: Chief Judge Tina 
Brooks Green, Judge Brian A. Oakley, 
Judge David M. Parrott, and court secu- 
rity director Al Hindman. It benefits com- 
munities within the district's jurisdiction 
(Belleville, Huron Township, Romulus, 
Sumpter Township, and Van Buren Town- 
ship) by supplying a wage-free work 
force of legal offenders for beneficial 
government and nonprofit projects. 

According to Hindman, the district- 
wide program is modeled after a similar 
program that has been in effect in Romu- 
lus for the past 14 years under the 
Supervision of the City's Department of 
Public Works. 

"The City of Romulus has set a 
great example for the other communi- 
ties to follow," he said. 

Judge Green said that the work 
program is a constructive, valuable re- 
source available to sentencing judges, 
district attorneys, and probation officers. 

"The program allows an offender to

repay his or her community by providing 
work services," said Green. “It also al- 
lows offenders who have been fined, but 
do not have the means to pay their 
costs, to work on community-oriented 
projects in lieu of their debt." 

Another important aspect of the pro- 
gram, according to Judge Oakley, is its 
psychological benefit. 

"The work program gives an of- 
fender some sense of belonging in his or 
her community because of the opportu- 
nity itgives him orherto pay the commu- 
nity back," he explained. 

All five participating communities 
have agreed, by proclamation, to par- 
ticipate in the year-round program. Each 
has an assigned day for the use of a 
team of up to 14 people. Teams work 
through each individual community's 
public works department from 8 a.m. to 
2 p.m. every weekday except Friday. 

"The communities are being as- 
signeda group of people thatcan handle 
various skilled and unskilled work duties 
that would otherwise go unattended due 
to a lack of manpower," said Hindman. 
"It costs $6 per day to monitor an of- 
fender sentenced to perform commu- 
nity service, compared to $45 per day 
for a person sent to jail." 

Community-service workers paint 
city buildings, keep roadways clear of 
litter, and perform maintenance tasks at 
cemeteries, athletic fields, and animal 
shelters. Offenders licensed in skilled 
trades help with carpentry and drywall, 
tile, electrical, and plumbing jobs. 

Green said that recipient agencies 
are responsible for supervising offena- 
ers working for them, as well as main- 
taining clear, precise, and accountable 
records of their work. Program partici- 
pants must obey the court-sanctioned 
rules and regulations. 

Failure to report for the work pro- 
gram results in a warrant being issued 
for the absent offender's arrest.

A final analysis of all 2002 MEAP 
(Michigan Education Assessment Pro- 
gram) scores for grades four through 
eight shows that the Romulus Commu- 
nity Schools have again significantly 
outperformed area charter schools on 
all portions of the test. 

“Our district scored higher on every 
test — many times, by double-digit mar- 
gins,” noted curriculum director Tom
